1. The Ateneo de Montevideo expressed zreat interest in the Socialists’ effort 
and invited Dr. Frugoni to attend a meeting of the club’s board of directors 
and enlarge upon his ideas, At the meeting Dr. Frugoni was told by the 
directors that they objected to the Union Civica being invited to send dele~ 
gates to the committee. The directors feel that the Union Civica is spon- 
sored by the Catholic Church and is therefore not completely democratic, 
This is the only thing delaying the Ateneo'’s answer to the Socialists, and 
the question is stili uncer discussicn at this time. 
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
